Well, in some ways better than before, and then again perhaps not as well as we could haves 
The total number of contacts was 1670 versus 1198 from the year before with four transmitters 
compared with six plus the novice station last year. Band by band, number of contacts CW/ 
phone, 80 - 132/121, 40 - 265/75, 20 - 1/461, 15 - 0/532, 10 - 15/65, OSCAR - 210 9 nrc AO eae 
meter station, headed up by Chuck, W4RUH, takes top honors within the club with a contribution 

of 1210 points closely followed by the 15 meter/OSCAR station under Dave, K4SAN, with 1122 points. 
But in spite of the marked increase in the nunder of contacts, our point total will not increase 
significantly. We do collect bonus points for emergency power, publicity, message origination, 
and OSCAR, but the relatively few CW contacts, 415 of the 1670 total, keeps the claimed score 
down, As it works out, 2 x 415 plus 1255, times the power multiplier of two is 4170. Add 

the bonus points ot Z5U and we should get an official score close to 4420, up from 4026 last 

year. :

' By last years standards that score would keep us in sur eighth place standing of 23 entries in 
the 6A catagory, In the more competetive 4A class wnere we operated this year, 4420 would be 
good for a 17th place finish of 111 entries, a much better relative standing. But band condi- 
tions were excellant, or almost so, and I suspect that many other groups may have signifie 
cantly increased their number of contacts too, So I guess we'll just have to wait until 
November to find out for sure.

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And what about next year? Well, as is recorded in the minutes of the last meeting, Brian, WB4QQM 
has already been designated as Field Day Chairman, And because I won't be here next year, I 

feel free to offer some "'constructive criticism". How can we do better? Obviously, increase 

the ratio of CW to phone contacts. Get more operators lined up. And get more "bi-lingual" 
operators, How about getting one of our "hot shot'' CW men to go through the CN, 4RN, EAN 

system that night? There's plenty of Field Day traffic flowing that weekend and we could qualify 
for the five point bonus for each message recieved and sent during the period, up to 50 points 
max, and the operator could be picking up an additional two points for each station he works 
during and between the nets. And then there's 100 points available for any contact made from 


a station powered by "natural" power, solar cells, wind, water, etc. 


Well, there's a few thoughts on the subject. Brian's your man. Start thinking about Field Day 
now. And the best of luck to W4DW in 1977,

MINI TECH REVIEW 


Jul 76 CQ begins by disparaging ARRL's efforts to conduct 
licensing classes, The tremendous benefits to all hams are 
overlooked, e.g. elimination of the 3 to 4 month delay 
between the novice code test and the novice's getting his 
license in hand, closer rapprt between budding hams and 
older hands, and increased convenience to both examiners and 
exaninees. The gripes concern lesson manuals, pamphlets, 
study guides and the like. Sounds like what probably took 
place wnen the oldest unit of the US Regular Army took the 
field, D Btry of the 7th FA, (Alexander Hamilton's Own). Sayeth the printers: ''Watch the ole 
US Gov't print all the manuals and IDRs just because they think they're so hot. Shucks(?), we 
could do a better job". The main point I see is that somebody has gotten organized and set up 
viable alternatives to the FCC's administering exams. Now, others, not quite so energetic or 
ambitious, object to another missed opportunity, At least I can see no reason that anybody 
could not have made the same suggestion as the action taken by the ARRL, For once, action took 
place before suggestion. Kudos to ARRL. I, for one, hope the new procedure wins and that the 
RARS gets to be one of the clubs authorized to conduct such exams, Getting to the technical 
arena, CQ reviews the Clegg FX-DX 2M rig, describes a homebrewed antenna switch in complete 
detail including clear photos and PC Joard using logic circuits (good device for break-in during 
that DX pileup), and resurrects the venerable AN/ARC27 of USAF fame. Remember that cute

PART IV GUEST ARTICLE FOR BEGINNING DX' ER 
“RAMBLINGS FROM RUDDER" (Ken, WA4JJW) 


You're new to DXing and probably have a new transceiver, beam and a few countries under your 
belt. You read of Exotic DX and The Awards Offered for Working it. WAC and DXCC may seem far 
off and honor roll status just a dream, But you think, maybe, just maybe . . o o o o e 


And with those maybes comes the realization that to obtain those awards, you gotta get QSL's 
from those DX stations reposing in the log. There, my friend, enters a cold hard reality of 
DXing. How? How do you get those beautiful cards with the different prefixes? 


This is a question that has perplexed many a DXer. Hopefully the following suggestions may 
help your rate of return on cards and give a couple of hints on where and how to send QSL, The 
different methods of QSLing break into three main categories 

(1) Direct 

(2) VIA QSL Managers 

(3) VIA Bureaus 


These are listed in the order of speed of return, highest percentage of return and decreasing 
cost. 


Lets look at number 1, One of the best ways to QSL a station is to exchange cards directly. 
But, how do you know where to send your QSL? Well, you can consult a current edition of the 
Foreign Callbook., To do that you either have to a willing friend with a book who will assist 
you (but don't overdo it with requests), spring for the $13 and buy your own (a must for a 
serious DXer) or wait till the clerk's back is turned down at the local electronics shop and 
look the address up real quick! Seriously, a DX call book is a good investment for the active 
station. 


Another way to get the DX address is to ask while in QSO, Almost all DX will be glad to give 
this info unless the guy is busy in a pile up. 


The only bad point of QSLing direct is the cost. One needs to supply the station with IRC's 
(international reply coupons) or mint postage of his country sufficient to return your self 
addressed envelope. Remember you want his card. The converse may not be true, W stations are 
quite plentiful. 


Pick up your IRC's at the local post office. Don't believe it when a clerk tells you he doesn't 
have any. I've found that very few post office clerks even know what an IRC is. Persist and 
they can usually be found, Current price is 42 cents and 2 or 3 are required for airmail reply. 
One is sufficient for surface mail reply. 


Another very good way to QSL is to send it to the DX station's QSL manager. Many DX stations 
have stateside managers and this usually helps hold down postage costs. One can find QSL 
managers listed in the DX callbook or find out during QSO. 


If you send to a stateside manager, enclose a sase (self addressed stamped envelop). If 
the manager is overseas use the same procedure as QSLing direct. 


Last, one can send a WSL to the QSL bureau for the respective country. These addresses are 
listed in December, QST. This is a big help and savings if one has many cards going to the same 


country. One can also utilize a stateside bureau that forwards cards for a small fee per card. 
Some of these are very good. I've used one and have received several DX cards in return. 

Check for their ads in QST and other magazines. This is probably your cheapest route, however, ~ 
the ARRL is going to institute an outgoing route for members, Details of this service are not 
yet known. 


One should remember to keep enough envelopes with your respective W/K or WA/WB/WN bureau for 
incoming cards. 


It isn't always easy to accumulate your DX cards, but don't despair. Have patience, keep 
plugging and before long you will have all those awards on your shack wall.

The Federal Communication Commission will shortly begin issuing 2 x 3 callsigns beginning with 
the prefix 'WD' to new stations in some callsign areas. The Commission has previously been 
issuing all new stations 2 x 3 callsigns beginning with the prefix 'WA' or 'WB' unless the 
applicant qualified for a perfered 1 x 3 or 1 x 2 callsign under section 97.53 of the Commissions 
Rules. The prefix 'WC' is reserved for Amateurs licensed in the Radio Amateur Civil Emergency 


Services (RACES). 


This new prefix is necessary because of the rising number of amateur licenses, particulary a 
257% increase in the Novice Class over the past two years. The supply of 'WA' and 'WB' call- 
signs in some callsign areas is almost exhausted, In some areas the Commission has issued all 
available 'WA' and 'WB' callsigns, and is now reissuing expired callsigns. The reassignment 
of these callsigns has placed an additional burden on the Commission which appears unjustified 
in view of the record numbers of Amateur Radio license presently being issued, 


In accordance with the Public Notice on Bicentennial Callsigns issued on 27 March 1975, Amateur 
license received the prefix 'WD' may use the Bicentennial prefix 'AE',

(PROPAGATION FORECAST SCHEDULED TO BE DISCONTINUED) 


Word has been received at the Worldradio offices that the Institute for Telecommunications 
Sciences (ITS) in Boulder, CO. will likely discontinue some of its services pertaining to 
telecommunications announcements. Some of the services scheduled to be dropped include the 
14-minute after the hour WWV propagation forecast, as well as publication of the weekly Radio 
telecommunications forecast and voice telephone announcements. The proposed date for this 
action to become effective is 1 October 1976, This is the only information available that 
Amateurs have for doing propagation, The only thing that can stop this action is a massive 
outpouring of letter (thousands are needed) by Amateurs.
